The superintendent has furnish­ 
ed me with a program of what is 
expected of each grade for the five 


m onths from Septem ber to Febru­ 
ary, and ju st w hat work each child 
m ust do from 9 o’clock one m orn­ 
ing to nine o’cb ck the next m orn­ 
ing.

ON FEDERATE forts surren­ 
dered or abandoned and Con­ 
federate ships riddled by Fed­ 
eral shells, driven ashore or 
blown up constitute the whole picture 
In nearly ail the accepted and popular 
stories of Farragnt’s attack on New 
Orleans. But was it in fact a one sided 
affair? The Confederate steamer Gov­ 
ernor Moore shared the fate of all the 
others in the end, but there was an ex­ 
citing interval which lasted longer 
“than it takes to tell it.”
